and ealuted the Commander-in-Chief of 
the National Guard without dismounting. 
Governor Stone slowly and deliberately 
turned around, looked the man and the 
horse over, and with tha same delibera- 
tion turned and again faced Colonel Lind- 
say. He did not return the salute of 
Brigadier General Gobin, who quickly 
wheeled his horse about and rode away.

Elder, were 
called out in the order named at intervals 
of two hours, beginning at 7 o'clock. 
Colonel Baruett, who was quite ill last 
night, turned out with his command and 
made a gallant showing ol veterans. 
Nearly every man in his regiment wore 
medals won in the Philippines or pre- 
sented by admirers at home, besides tbe 
usual badges worn by sharpshooters. 


The best horseman in camp was said to 


be Captain John S. Muckle, of the Naval 
Reserves. 


The United States post office handled 
000 letters a day addressed to soldiers in 
camp, in addition to tbe 45,000 mailed by 
them. 


The visitors to divisidn headquarters 


included Attorney General John P. Elkin, 


Wiley and his oocumanrl, the Second Bri- 
gade. Brigadier General John W. Schall 
and the First Brigade were to the right of 
Ibe second line of formation, and to his 
left were the artillery and covalry com- 
mands. 


A few minutes after 6 o'clock Major 


General Miller and staff passed down the 
line, the latter escorting tbe Governor ac- 
companied by hie staff. Tbis took some 
time and it was 6 o'clock when Governor 
Stone swung bis staff into position and 
faced Seminary Ridge, where once the 
army of Northern Virginia was drawn up 
iu battle line. Governor Stone, uniformed 
in the conventional (rock coat and silk 
hat, was surrounded by bis staff. On his 
right were Adjutant General Thomas J. 
Stewart, who lor the first time since his 
accident was in the saddle, and Major W. 
B. Duval of the U. S. Artillery Corps, who 
is detailed by the War Department to in- 
spect the guard. To the Governor's left 
were Major General Miller, division com- 
mander of the State militia. Captain F. 
P. Reynolds, Lieutenant Colonel of the 
U. S. Hospital Corps, and Lieutenant A. 
M. Williams, of the Twentieth U. S. In- 
fantry, rode as aides on General Miller's 
staff, and Lieutenant W. Browning and 
Lieutenant C. A. Ross, who are detailed 
with Major Dnval, rode with the Gover- 
nor. 
At 6 o'clock the Third Brigade band 


struck np "Hail to the Chief," and the 
review began. 


For an hour the men passed across the 


ground over which Pickett made his fa- 
mous charge, from the clump of trees that 
partially screened Lee and his staff as he 
directed the fight down the broad fields, 
to the scene of the first day's fi«ht at the 
edge of the town. A heavy wind blew 
over the field and did much to prevent 
exhaustion on the part of the men, but 
added much to the discomfort of the on- 
lookere in the shape of dust. All roads 
seemed to lead to the battlefield, and ovnr 
them passed every form of carriage and 
wagon known to civilized man. The re- 
view was one of the finest in the history 
of the guard, and the beauty of it was 
greatly enhanced by the presence of tbe 
two troops, G and H,,of tho United States 
cavalry, under command of Captain T. J. 
Lewis, and the Fourth United States Field 
Battery, 
under command of Captain 


Stephen M. Foote. 


With tbe inspection of the Third Regi- 


ment that afternoon tbe inspection of the 
infantry arm o! the State military service 
was brought to a close. The rivalry be- 
tween the regiments has been keen, each 
is confident of high rating and several are 
equally sell-satisfied of the certainty of 
winning the laurels of victory. So intense 
has the rivalry been that each man in the 
First Brigade has made it a personal mat- 
ter. 


From 5 o'clock in the morning the in- 


specting officers had been in the fi 'Id, be- 
ginning at that hour with Captain Barclay 
H. Warburton's Battery A, of Philadel- 
phia. Colonel Sheldon Potter, ordnance 
officer on the Governor's staff, inspected 
the artillery. At 7 o'clock, just as the 
work of judging the artillerists had been 
brought to a close, Inspector General 
Sweeney and the brigade inspectors, ac- 
companied by Governor Stone, General 
Miller and Major Duval, of the United 
States army, began the work ot inspecting 
the regiments of Brigadier General John 
W. Schall's command. Colonel Wendell 
P. Bowman's First Regiment was the first 
to take the field, and a very creditable 
showing they made. At 9 o'clock Colonel 
Coryell's Sixth Regiment took the ground 
vacated by the First and were put through 
the same evolutions. 
Colonel 
Henry 


Deohert'e Second Regiment and Colonel 
William Price's Third Regiment followed 
at 11 and 1 o'clock. 


All afternoon the commands rented in 


preparation of tbe greatest division review 
yet given. It was a hard week of work, 
and while there was lots of fun in camp, 
there was a iruniirjum of disorder and a 
maximum of work, and the militiamen 
went back to their armories decidedly 
wiser and more efficient for the week of 
drills. 


Some of the old inhabitants remember 


tbe previous visits of the guard, and while 
the general opinion is that the guardsmen 
were not responsible for all the disorder 
at that time, they note with pleasure the 
absence of it tnis year. 


Just before the Third Regiment left the 


field last Thursday afternoon, the first 
serious accident of the encampment oc- 
curred. Miss Minnie Briatow and ber 
sister, Miss Bristow, of Lancaster, who were 
seated on the ground beside No. 3 railroad 
siding, which cuts in near the parade 
grounds near the 
Etnmitsbiirg road, 


noticed an approaching freight car. 
Both 


scrambled to their feet. 
Mise Minnie fell. 


Her sister was helped out of danger by a 
man who was standing near, but the car 
wheels passed over Miss Minnie's right 
leg near the ankle, producing a compound 
fracture that will necessitate amputation. 
She was placed on the Third Regiment 
ambulance and taken to the regimental 
hospital, where Major A. C. Wood and 
Lieutenant Hirsb dressed the wonnd and 
prepared her for her return to Lancaster, 
where her family physician performed the 
operation. The car was an empty freight 
car that was awaiting the return of the 
troops. Some men who were seated on 
the roof watching the inspection thought- 
lessly released the brakes and the high 
wind set the car in motion. 


Before the march past began, as the 


staffs were returning to the reviewing 
point. Governor Stone and Adjutant Gen- 
eral Stewart halted in front of the biigade, 
and Ordnance Sergeant German, of the 


loo plainly enow the physical distressoi the 
men. 


As on Thursday afternoon, the State 


militia was drawn'*np in two lines each, 
stretching a mile and a quarter. The 
First Brigade had the right of the line, 
the Second Brigade followed and the Third 
Brigade was the last of Hie infantry to 
pass the Secretary ol War and the Gover- 
nor. The Fourth United States Field 
Battery, from Fort Myer, led the artillery 
of the National Guard, and Troops G and 
H, of the Second U. 8. Cavalry, led the 
cavalry squadron. 


Upon the conclusion of the review the 


distinguished visitors were escorted back 
»o camp. They were all enthusiastic in 
their praise ol tho National Guard of 
Pennsylvania. 
Secretary Root said: 


"This is not merely a perfunctory body 


of soldiers whiob I have seen, it ie a prac- 
tical body, and my words are based upon 
genuine observation, for I am very deeply 
interested in bringing about an entente 
oordiale—a sympathetic relation between 
the regular army and Guard. 


"I am not an authority, of course, but 


I have visited camps and posts ol the 
regular army, and I have been very much 
gratified to see to-day the tendency to- 
ward uniformity and practical business- 
like basis which tbe National Guard ol 
Pennsylvania has attained. When I say 
uniformity I mean discipline, method, 
equipment and everything that goes to 
characterize a homogeneous army. 


"In Pennsylvania you have a specific 


object for the organization and mainte- 
nance of the National Guard, and that is 
the maintenance of social order. In many 
or most of the States that object does not 
exist, but it is a desideratum, and the Nn- 
tional Guard in all States should be 
brought to the same high standard as that 
in Pennsylvania. 


"While the Guard of tbe several States 


perform in time ol peace their primary 
function of State organization, it should in 
time of war be iu a position to ansume a 
national function of a first reserve, which, 
together with the regnlar army, can meet 
exigencies until the volunteers, who are 
our greatest reserve and support, can be 
made ready. The evidence of uniformity 
in equipment and spirit of the two great 
bodies in time of peace and in their mar- 
tial exercises I think of the greatest value. 
1 wish the position attained by the State 
ol Pennsylvania with this splendid army 
could be attained in every State of the 
Union. 


"I think the Federal Government could 


advantageously economically contribute 
towards that end by furnishing arms and 
equipments and by paying the expense of 
the transportation and rations ol the Na- 
tional Guard organizations, to take part in 
encampments and manoeuvres in con June • 
lion and co operation with the regular 
at my. The National Government ought 
to recognize the fact that the National 
Guard of a Stain is the great school of citi- 
zen soldiers, and that there is a double 
purpose subserved by the organization and 
existence of every body of order, aud the 
other is the national defense whenevet 
war occurs. And while the State pays the 
expense appropriate to the State purpose 
attained, the National Government should 
pay its fairshai-B for these trainer] soldiers 
n their preparation lor national defense.' 


After the review Mrs. Stone gave fc 


reception to the officers of the guard anci 
their wives to meet Mrs. Corbin. She wat 
assisted in receiving by Mrs. Charles J. S. 
Miller and Mrs. Lewis A. Beitler.

Stone and Miss Watson, of Williamsport, 
presided over the tea. The Secretary's, 
party waa estorted to the train at 7 o'clock, 
where bis private car was waiting to take 
them to Washington. 


The review was scarcely over when the 


Sixteenth Regiment marched to the rail- 
road siding and smbarked lor borne. The-

For the past twenty-two years the Federal 
Government has assigned one or more otli- 
cers to the Pennsylvania catnprf, but never 
belore bos the Guard had so close and so 
intelligent an observer aa Major Duval. 
Since the opening of the camp he was ac 
lively engaged, night and day, observing 
tbe troops under all conditions. lie has 
seen all of the inspections, nnd has made 
it a point to personally scrutinize every 
soldier of the Guard. His remarks to offi- 
cers and to the men at different times 
show that he is thoroughly alive to all the 
needs of tho citizen soldiery. 
Hia associa- 


tion with the olllcera here endeared him 
to many of them, and he won the sincere 
respect of all.

FATAL RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


Ralph Care;, whose parents live in 


Butler township along the Arendtaville 
road, about 5 miles from town, was 
killed by extra freight No. 874 on the 
Reading rairoad about 1 o'clock Sunday 
morning. The young man was employed 
by Lewie Kimer at tbe Globe hotel ami 
after being paid off Saturday evening 
said that be was going to Bound Top 
and thence home. He was seen on bis 
way towards his borne. Tbe supposi- 
tion ia tbat be stopped to rest and aat 
down on the track and fell asleep, His 
parents state tbat he was subject to 
spasms. The accident occurred on a 
sharp curve and, though tbe engineer 
saw tbe body on the track ahead, he was 
not able to stop tbe train which was run- 
ning at the rale of about 20 miles per 
hour. 


The body was brought to town after 


the Coroner, Dr. Henry Stewart, was 
summoned, and was placed in tbe bag- 
gage room at the Heading depot. The 
bead was badly cut, botb legs were sev- 
ered and one arm was badly torn. It 
was with difficulty that the body was 
dentilled. 


The remains were prepared for burial 


by J. W. Garlach and about two o'clock 
on Sunday were removed to the home o£ 
the parents, Mr. and Mrs. Charles Carey, 
The funeral was held stt four o'clock 
the same afternoon; interment at Mum- 
masburg. 


An inquest was held on Sunday it the 


tffice ol Dr. Stewart. The jury last 
evening made public its verdict as to the 
cause of death, tbat it was accidental. 
No blame is placed on the railroad men.

The first to take the floor was Prof. J. 


W. Thoman, of Berwick borough.

of this county convention to Biipplemoul 
it with a county ticket and stated thai 
lie would nominate as a candidate foi 
Congress iu this district a man of in- 
tegrity, capabilities and an untiring 
party worker. He said that he was 
pleased to represent Berwick boiougli in 
the convention that nominates a ticket 
to represent Adams county at the com- 
ing election. He characterized the treat- 
ment which Mr. Strubinger has received

opportunities for* improvement in busi- 
ness. \Vhile the farmer may meat with 
misfortune diirimr unfavorable seasons, 
jet if he owns the farm he hiis at least 
the means for employment, and he need 
not be idle during aay season of the 
year. The farm, however, does not 
yield crops frew of charge to the farmer. 
The fertility of the soil may be sold in 
toe form of produce and the land cease 
to be iiroducUve, but mnueu misfortune 
t lie fault Is more with the farmer than 
with ilia fium. The value given every- 
tnmg grown upon the farm comes from 
the l»bar applied, and the profit derived 
trom the labor is large or small in pro- 
portion to the skill of the farmer. L<ibor 
van be wasted when not judiciously ap- 
plied, or it may be made to bring large 
roturus when the farmer fully under- 
stands how to employ It to his advant- 
age. When the farmer sells wheal, ooru, 
cattle. milK, eto., he sells labor, aud if 
he can produce these articles with tbe 
least outlay for labor his profits will be 
proportionately larger. 


The crops produced on the farm are 


valuable according to the cost of pro- 
duction, and not entirely for the prices 
they may bring in market. A crop may 
also be much more valuable on the farm 
than in the market, as it represents raw 
material ready to be converted into 
something that will bring a higher price 
when sold. Tne harvesting of a crop 
does not end the labor necessary to make 
it more valuable. Labor Is required in 
grinding the gram, cutting the feed for 
stock and handling the products derived 
from the live stock, aud much of the 
labor can be bestowed during the winter 
season, when outdoor work on the land 
is not required. Eveu tbe manure made 
on the farm is one of the crops, but has 
the advantage of being already at the 
market where it is wanted. The manure 
heap is one of tbe storehouses of tbe 
farmer m which he stores materials for 
use another season, and from which he 
also derives » profit in other forms. 


With the introduction of improved 


agricultural implements, and the ciieai- 
ening of plant foods in the form of ferti:- 
izers, the cost of production is much 
lower, in proportion to prices obtained, 
than formerly, as any farmer who has 
experienced the harvesting of gtam in 
Hie past, before the advent of the 
harvesting machine, knows, and yet the 
prices of all kinds of meats are perhaps 
now higher than at any previous time. 
Tue farm has not really kept pace with 
the markets, and those farmers who 
complain that "farming does not pay" 
should consider whether they, as indi- 
viduals or a class, have taken advantage 
of all the inventions and improvements 
that have been made in their interest.
